We would now like to assign the address to 
CAOQDUS, to provide some reallsni to the SA^ training he is now undergoing by 
making It possible for him to send Sfy mssseges to his case officer via Frankfurt, 
as Blight be the case In an operational situation. It is not felt that this will 
preclude its use In other short-run operations.
